ELOPEMENT COST LIVES OF EIGHT 


Amarillo, Tex., Sept. 14.—[ Special. }—John 
Beal Snead, the Amarillo banker, who shot 
and killed Capt. A. G. Boyce in Fort Worth 
on Feb. 14, thia afternoon shot and killed 
“Al” Boyce, son of Capt. Boyce, in front 
of the First Methodist church. 

Snead was disguised as a farmer, wearing 
dirty overalis, a beard, and carrying a double 
barreled shotgun. One load was fired through 
Boyee’s body at close range. 

The murder is the tragic climax of a series 
of startling events which began when “ Al” 
Boyce eloped with Mrs. Lena Snead, wife of 
the slayer, last winter. 

Witnesees of the siaying declare Snead, 
who carried his gun concealed in a long 
covered box, hid behind the corner of the 
church and that he caught Boyce completely 
by surprise, giving the victim no chance to 
defend himself. The shot riddled Boyce and 
blood was scattered over the steps and walls 
of the church. The charge of shot hit Boyce 
in the breast. 

It was not known Snead was in the city; 0 
completely had he hidden his tdentity. 

Snead immediately surrendered himself to 
the police. 

The slayer refused to make a statement. 
He took the precaution to wire his attorneys 
at Fort Worth of the shooting, asking them 
to hurry: to his assistance. 


Brothers May Cause Trouble. 

There are murmurings ef resentment 
amorg the thousands of friends and support- 
ers of the Boyces, who believe the siaying 
— A. G. Boyce Sr. should have satisfied 
Snead’s craving for revenge. 
Mrs. Boyce, mother of the victim, is pros- 
trated. Boyce has three brothers, known as 
dead shots, and trouble is feared when they 
reach the city. 

Ever since the elopement of Mrs. Snead, 
who was an inmate of the Arlington Heights 
sanitarilum at Fort Worth, with Boyce on 
Nov. 10, 1911, the case has occupied public 
attention. 

Families Old Time Friends, 

To go back in history a little bit, the Snead 
and, Boyce families were neighbors and 
friends at Georgetown. Lena Snead, her 
husband, and Al Boyce were school 
chuma The three were near an age. When 
the families moved here in search of for- 
tunes, which each accumulated, they stil: 
remained friends. 

This friendliness was continued until one 
day Snead came home and found Boyce hold- 
ing the hand of his wife. Mrs. Snead ex- 
plained that Boyce merely was looking at 
her finger nails, which she said were blue 
from a fit of ness. 

This appeased Snead for the time, but 
gossip soon told him that all was not well at 
his home. 

Then a series of quarrele started and Snead 
finally had his wife sent to the sanitarium, 
As the story runs Boyce believed Snead had 
done wrongly in guarding his wife and com- 
menced plans for freeing her. 

Finally on Nev. 10, he went to Fort Worth, 
met Mrs. Snead, and they began the journey 
which has culminated in eight deaths, seven 
from shooting and ene believed to be from 
poisoning. 

Had Big Sum. 

When the couple left Fort Worth it is said 
Boyce had $100,000. They arrived in St. 


Snead, learning of their elopement, started 
in hot pursuit, but was forty-eight hours 
late, and the couple beat him to the border. 
It was not until Nov. 27 that Snead located 
his wife and Boyce in Winnipeg and caused 
their arrest. 

Delay followed delay, and it was not until 
Jan. 2, 1912, that the Canadian authorities de- 
cided to deport Mrs. Snead, whose husband 
then returned with her to Texas. Boyce re- 
mained in Canada. At that time Mrs. Snead 
refused to become reconciled, wishing to re- 
main with Boyce. 

On Jan. 18 A. G. Boyee Sr., father of the 
man who eloped with Mrs. Snead, was sitting 
in the lobby of a Fort Worth hotel when 
eSnead appeared. Snead walked up to the 70 
year old man. Words were exchanged.

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ID you find 
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Snead drew a revolver and fired two shots 
He hesitated an instant as the older man fell 
forward and then fired three shots into 


Boyoe’a side. 
Mistrial for Snead. 

Snead was arrested a short time later and 
young Boyce left Canada for Texas. He was 
kept under surveillance lest he avenge the 
death of his father. 

The latter part of January Snead’s trial 
on the charge of murder was started. It 
ended in a mistrial in February. He must 
face court again on Nov. 11 for the crime. 

As a sequel to the killing of Boyce Sr. Johr 
T. @nead, father of John Beal Snead, was 
killed by R O. Hilliard, one of his tenanta 
The assassin then killed himself. Revenge 
‘wae given as the feason for the crime. 
During the trial of Snead there were unex- 
pected happenings nearly every day. Eugene 
Slayton, witness in the case, was shot dead 
by Frank Kirklin while in company of Kirk- 
lin’s wife. Hd Throckmorton, the state's 
witness, died before the could tes- 
‘tify.

GIRL AN INNOCENT TOOL 


Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 14.-8idna Allen, so- 
called leader of the Allen clan which shot up 
the Carroll county courthouse at Hillgville, 
Va., March 14, killing Judge Massie and 
others, and his nephew, Wesley Edwards, 
are tonight manacied in cells at the city jail. 
Both have announced their willingness jo 
return to Virginia without requisition. 
Edwards, for the love of whom Miss Maude 
Iroler of Mount Airy, N. C., had innocently 
led detectives to Des Moines, wae captured 
shortly after 6 o'clock as he was returning 
to his boarding house after having worked 
all day with a paving gang. 

Just as he boarded a street car detectives 
and officers surrounded it. Edwards was 
trying to escape by crawling through the 
front end of the car when the officers caught 
him. 

The arrest of Sidna Allen waa effected ear- 
lier in the day. 


Lost Letter Uncovers Trail. 
A visit by Bdwards te Miss Irofer in her 
Virginia home about a month ago and the 
accidental lose of a letter put the detectives 
on the trail. The fugitives had been in Des 
Moines since April 28, Allen, under the name 
of Tom Sayre, working as @ carpenter, and 
Edwards under the name of Joe Jackson, 
employed with a city paving gang. 
Allen was arrested at the home of John 
Cameron, at Eleventh and Lecust streets, 
where he and his nephew had been rooming, 
by Detectives Baldwin, Lucas, and Mundy of 
a Roanoke agency. The arrest followed a 
few minutes after Miss Iroler stepped into 
the Cameron home to meet Edwards, whom 
she was to wed tonight, according to an ar- 
rangement made when he visited her in Vir~ 
ginia. Detective Lucas was at her heels 
Allen was in an upper room, and when in- 
formed that visitors wanted to see him came 
down the stairs. As he did so Lucas covered 
him with a revolver and asked him to sur- 
render. 


Gives Up Without Struggle. 

Allen hesitated, then threw up his hands, 

remarking: 1 guess I'm your man.“ He 
was promptly handcuffed and placed under a 
guard of city detectives, while Ool. Bald- 
win and Chief Jenney of the local depart- 
ment went in search of Edwards, who was 
paid to have been at work in the western 
part of the city. Apparently he heard that 
his umcle had been captured, because he was 
rot te be found until night... 
Miss Iroler arrived in Des Moines this 
morning unaware that on the same train were 
detectives who wanted her sweetheart. She 
went straight to the Cameron home, having 
previously been provided with the address. 
amd the officers followed, 

Although surprised, she teok the arrest of 
Allen and the probable capture of Edwardes 
with little shew of concern. 

“ Wesley was Gown home a month ago,” 
she said. “ We were to be married. He gave 
me the money to come to this city and this 
address. I had no idea that any one was fol- 
lowiag me.” 

Allen Tells of Escape. 

Sidna Allen in his cell tonight talked freely 
of the events of the lest few montha, but 
declined to say much concerning his move- 
ments immediately following the courthouse

Joseph R. Bickerdike, a Chicagoan pros- 
pecting in Mexico, was murdered by a noto- 
rious Mexican bandit on June 10 a few miles 
from San Andrea, Lower Mexico. 

Juan Rees, or Hernandez, the murderer, 
who boasted he hed killed fifteen men in 
twenty years, was caught and shot bya 
posse in the mountainge few days ago. 

Word of Bickerdike’s murder was recetved 
yesterday in a letter sent by his widow and 
Caughter from Colima, Mexico, to Chicago 
relatives asking for assistance They have 
been left stranded by the death and robbery 
of Mr. Bickerdike. 

The letter was recetved by & B. Gooley, « 
real estate dealer ving at 1838 Addison ave- 
nue, a brother-in-law of Mr. Bickerdike. 
Funds sufficient-to enable the widow and her 
daughter to return to the United States will 
be telegraphed today. 


Member of Old Chicago Family. 

Mr. Bickerdike came from an old Chicago 
family, his father, George M. Bickerdike, 
haVing settied here in 1838. At one time 
the familly owned all the property on West- 
ern avenue between Belmont and Roscoe, 
and even now has large real estate holdinga 

A sister, Mra. Walter Lester, wife of a 
stock exchange man, is now in London, and 
a cousin, Joseph W. Bickerdilke, lives at 
8510 North Sacramento avenue. 

Mr. Bickerdike went to Mexico eight years 
ago. His wife and daughter joined him 
about four years ago, and have accompanied 
him on several of his trips. The daughter 
was married to a Mexican three yearsago. 


“ Daughter’s Story of Tragedy. 

The daughter’s story of the tragedy and 
her appeal for assistance for herself and her 
mother as received by Mr. Gooley are as fol- 
lows: 

“They were searching for mines, father, 
Martin Poe, the guide, Juan Rees, and four 
other Mexican servants. They traveled days 
over the desert lands from St. Rosalia to 
Ban Igancto and then went a bit north to- 
ward San Andrea, where papa was killed and 
buried. It happened on June 10, when the 
servants had gone to a nearby camp to get 
food. 

“That morning Poe was getting breakfast 
and papa was lying on the ground. Poe bad 
told father he thought he would turn back 
when the food supply came. 


Attack Without Provocation. 

“Juan stepped in front of Poe and gave 
him a push and said, ‘Are you going to 
leave? Poe said Tes.“ and then the Mex- 
ican grabbed a shovel and struck Poe, crip- 
pling one arm. Papa jumped up, and Juan 
struck bin on the head, 7 

“Papa fell down, and Poe called out, 
‘Take all we have, Juan, but don’t kill us.“ 
Then he ran away and hid in the brush for 
twenty-four hours. He came back finally, 
weakened by pain and exposure. 

“He found papa just as he had fallen 
twenty-four hours before. He was uncon- 
scious, and Poe tried to nurse him for five 
days, but he died. Juan wanted to throw 
him in a hole without a coffin, but Poe would 
not stand for ft. Then Juan ran away.

Gill, in his slow flying Wright, was ahead 

hen his machine approached the north 
pylon.

‘the pylon his machine lid out toward 
the edge of the field. Mestach saw the 
slide indistinctly through the darkness and 
tried to go up and over him. The draft of 
Gill's propeller, however, seems to have frus- 
trated this plan and in an instant the swift 
monoplane had crashed into the rear of Gill's 
machine, ripping away his rudder. 


Car Plunges to Ground. 

The biplane immediately rolled over in the 
gir and plunged down to the ground. Gill 
never knew what hit him, for he had been 
never knew what hit him, for he had been un- 
able to see Mestach’s machine, and the roar 
of Mestach’s approach. As he fell he had 
just time to jump clear of his engine. He 
plunged downward, alighting on his neck 
and shoulders. He had no helmet on, how- 
ever, and his kull was fractured. 

Mestach lost control of his monoplane after 
the collision because the front of his car had 
torn off the rear of Gill's and it was entan- 
gied in his propellors. He rushed ahead a 
short distance and then his monoplane 
plunged nose downward into the earth. The 
Frenchman was stunned by his fall, but got 
to his feet in a few seconds and ran toward 
Gill.

Eye Witness Clears Fliers.

Meetach, with a Morane- Borel monoplane, 
having the. wings below the pot, was fast 
coming up to him from the rear. The wings 
and motor hood in front hindered the pilot 
from seeing anything ahead of and below 
him unlees at the same level or far distant.

Mestach evidently gauged correctly the dis- 
tance at which he would pass over Gill, but 
lost sight of him on account of the wings 
setting in the way when thy American flyer 
was still 500 feet in front.

When but a 
short distance away he evidently heard the 
motor of the oncoming monoplane overhead 
and dipped, throwing the tail of his Wright 
machine up into the air just in time for the 
left skid of Mestach’s machine to catch the 
framework at the extreme rear end, claw off 
the whole tall framework, and pitch the un- 
lucky Gi to his death. 

Gill's machine, bereft of ite tall, fell with 
less force than a dive, turning over com- 
pletety in the forty foot fall and throwing 
the pilot clear. Had he worn 4 helmet in 
flying he would have had more chance, but he 
struck om his head and fell just forward of 
the wreck. 


Mestach Crashes to Ground. 

Mestach, his machine uninjured by the 
shock, carried the weight of the whole tall 
frame of the Wright on his left skid. This 
overcame all control of wing warping and 
rudder to such an extent that the machine 
swerved sharply to the left, banking sharply 
and coming to the ground 825 feet away with 
a crash, but without turning over. 

In Mestach’s machine the motor is in front 
and the pilot in this type generally is strapped 
into the seat. The monoplane first struck 
on the left wing, which crumpled up, start- 
ing to break the fall. The propeller hit next 
and then the landing gear, both giving way

‘Mestach’s Story of Accident. 
Mestach was able at the hospital to give 
this version of the accident: 

Gill was ahead of me. I had lapped him 
ence. As I approached him the second 
time I began to figure how I would pass 
him. His machine was below me. I was 
fiying about fifty feet above the greund. 

Gin was skimming close to the ground. 
In the darkness I thought I would have 
no trouble in passing over him without 
losing speed by moving my Morane-Borel 
to a greater height. 

After we had rounded pylon 4, however, 
I lost a clear view of Gill. I tried to keep 
my eye on him, but my propeller, a por- 
tion of my wing surface, and darkness 
combined to interfere with my clearness 
of vision. 

Then, snddenly, I realized that he was 
coming up into my plane of flight. I could 
see the change in his elevator. I tried to 
go up in order to avoid him, but as the 
ascending movement tended to slacken 
Gill's speed considerably i was unable to 
get out of his way and was plunging along 
into ‘him. In an instant after we had 
rounded pylon 4 I had smashed into his 
tail. My machine bounced off and I lost 
contro! of it I lost consciousness when 
1 hit the grcund. In a tew moments I 
came to. and about twenty-five feet away 


then tried out the machine. After breaking 
his arm and otberwise injuring himeelf, he 
enrolled in the Wright school at Dayton. At 
Chicago last year Gill flew the “ Baby 
Wright,“ in which he attained 8 700 feet. He 
is the seventh of the flyers in Chicago last 
year to die, being preceded by “ Billie” 
Badger, St. Croix Johnston, John J, Frisbie, 
Cal P. Rogers, Eugene Ely, and Phil Par- 
malee. 

Sets Duration Record. 
He set the American duration record of 
4 hours 16 minutes and 32 seconds until it 
was beaten by Paul Peck, who was killed 
Wednesday evening at Cicero. 
Miss Helene Mallard of Baltimore, a guest 
at the Hotel La Salle, said to have been fond 
cf Gill, denied any close friendship when seep 
at night Gill had a love affair in Baltimore 
in 1910 which resulted in Miss Minnie King 
Broumel zuing him for $100,000 for breach 
of promise.

Officials Issue Statement. 

Following is the official statement of the 
Aero Club of lilinois regarding the accident: 

In the first rush and confusion attending 
the accident, it is absolutely impossible to 
attempt to fix the cause of the accident, or 

try to determine where blame lies, if there 
be blame attaching to any one. 

The facts are: The international code of 
the air, contained in the official rules fur- 
mished each aviator and about which he is 
cautioned daiiy, was. violated grossly, by 
whom, an investigation may be able to 
reveal. 

“ Aviators had become lax in observing 
this code, and several had been warned. 

Martin was disqualified in the biplane scratch 
race four minutes before the accident for fly- 
ing close to a competitor, though he did not 
cause discomfort. 

An official car was ready to start to ask 
any pylon men to watch for violations of the 

_ @ode. The course is wide enough for four 
men. The officials had issued warnings and 
taken every precaution to avoid accident.

The contract prices of leading milk con- 
cerns df. the Elgin district for their winter 
supply “ot: milk. issued yesterday, show a 
decreite"of from 41-6 to 91-6 cents a hun- 
dred. péunds, a compared to last year. The 
prodnoef sé protesting and many of them 
refused te den contracts. 

The contracts for winter milk date from 
Oct. 1.to the end of March. The producers 
and the dealers will have to come to some 
understanding before the first of next month. 
The average price offered for the six winter 
months is $1.70 a hundred pounds. 


Fear Winter Oversupply. 

| At a recent meeting ofthe Milk Producers’ 

association a resolution was passed suggest- 

ing that the average price for milk for the 

period be $1.98 a hundred pounds. According 

to the dealers, the reduced price was neces- 
sary to prevent an oversupply. 

“The prices we quoted for thie winter are 
‘a iittle lower than last year,“ said Ira J. Mix, 
bead of the dairy concern which bears his 
name. ‘There was too much milk last 
winter. 

The farmers were hoducthe 3 more milk 
in winter than they did in summer and the 
demand was not so great. We lose from 
80 to 40 cents a hundred pounds on surplus 
milk, which we sell for butter. We don't 
want the producers to flood the market with 
milk. The change in price to the producer 
will not affect the price to the consumer, as 
far as I can see.” 

One concern during the day offered 1. 78. 
but the farmers refused to sign up. Only one 
farmer had signed at West Chicago, it was 
said. A meeting of the Milk Producers’ as- 
sociation probably will be called to protest 
against the dealers’ prices.

VIENNA, Austria, Sept. 14.—The conclud- 
ing festival session of the eucharistic con- 
gress was held this morning in the rotunda 
of the cathedral of St. Stephen. It was at- 
tended by a great crowd, despite an incessant 
downpour of rain. Several members of the 
Austrian imperial family were present. The 
last speaker was the papal legate, Cardinal 
Van Rossum, who previously had celebrated 
pontifical mass in the presence of an immense 
congregation.

MEYERBEER: PAID FOR PRAISE 


Eight Letters Show Composer 
Was Blackmailed by Heine. 


NO CASH, POET CRITICISES. 


Refuses te Write “Puffs” Without 
Money; Turns Against “Ex-Friend.”

PARIS: Sept. 14 Fight hitherto unknown 
letters just acquired by a Berlin art dealer 
and published in Paris this week throw «a 
lurid ght on the Mves of Heinrich Heine 
and Giacomo Meyerbeer, revealing the fer- 
mer in the character of a blackmailing poet 
and the latter as a composer ready to pay 
dearly for adulatory puffs. 

Of the letters. which are being widely dis- 
cussed here, seven are from Heine to Meyer- 
beer and one from Meyerbeer to Heine, dat- 
ing from 18365 to 1845. 

Poet and Composer Friendly. 

The relations at poet and composer were - 
tremely intimate when both lived in Paris. 
Henie once placed Meyerbeer in the same 
rank as Mozart, and, in a series of contribu- 


Ttions to musical reviews, compared Les 


Huguenots” to “a Gothic cathedral whose 
spire and columns reach the sky and seem to 


have been raised up by a Titan.“ 

This was Hetne’s tone in 1846, but in the 
tollowing year he placed Rossini before 
Meyerbeer, and in 1847 warned Jenny Lind 
not to sing Meyerbeer’s works. 

Satirical verses directed against the Ger- 
man composer followed and in 1840 the prem- 
tere ot Le Profete described Meyerbeer as 
a “business man who paid for advertising,” 
adding: “He will be immortal so lang as he 


pays.“ 

Heine Friendly for Ten Tears. 
The key to this volte-face is found in the 
letters now published. For ten years Meyer- 
beer paid Heine to praise him, but when the 
remittances ceased the, poet ruthlessly criti- 
cised him. 

On April 6, 1835, Heine wrote to Meyerbeer 
from Paris, calling him “divine master,” 
“triumphant creator,” and hoped that his 
own name would remain linked with that of 
the great musician. He spoke mysteriously 
of the intrigues in Paris against Meyerbeer, 
and asked for $100 to contribute among 
hungry Germans to silence them. This con- 
tinued for two ‘years. 

In 1842 Heine wrote to Meyerbeer calling a 
well known Paris music publisher dishonest 
and asked for a further $100 to cover expenses 
made in Meyerbeer’s interest. 


Asks Money for Himself. 

Two years later Heine abandoned the shield 
of hungry Germans and asked for money 
for himself, adding humorously: One 
ought never to refuse money, however small 
the amount. See how little the people knew 
me who say I have no principles!“ 

Then Heine recommended Meyerbeer to the 
same publishers he had previously criticised, 
calling them “ active people, with rare skill 
in advertising,” and closed the letter with 
allegations against Mendelssohn, which were 
more agreeable to Meyerbeer than the warm- 
est praises of himself. 

The same year Heine attacked Spontint in 
a newspaper article, alleging that the Italian 
composer was hostile to Meyerbeer, but the 
latter showed no appreciation of this service. 


Turns Against Meyerbeer 

At Christmas in the following year hate 
and anger on the part of Heine emerged in « 
letter to Meyerbeer, which says, I can no 
longer from you, I perceive, that if 
you are a musical genius I cannot admire or 
esteem you under that head.“ 

Meyerbeer, however, replied, “My very 
dear friend,” saying be could not so easily 
renounce the poet's friendship, and conclud- 
ing. in the future, as ip the past, you will 
have in me an admirer of your genius and a

BERLIN, Sept. 14.—The Social Democratie 
party faces a crisis at its annual convention 
which opens on Monday at Chemnitz. A 

pirit of insubordination and revolution for 
the first time prevails in certain ranks on ac- 
coun* of dissatisfaction with the manage- 
ment of the present leaders. 

A reorganization is proposed, in which 
Bebel, the remaining member of the old te. 
umvirate of Bebel, Singer, and Liebknecht is 
to be subject to the direction and authority 
of an advisory committee. 
The plan is to Institute a confederated 
council of thirty-two members and legislative 
authority over the existing executive com- 
mittee, of which Bebel is president. 

Bebel and the executive committee ere 
charged with autocratic and bureaucratic 
methods, ultra conservatism, indecision, and 
lack of aggressiveness. 

Three Factions in Party. 

The party is divided, with the revisionists 
as the right wing, the Marzisis, headed by 
Bebel, as the center, and the radicals, under 
Rosa, Luxemburg, and Lebedour, as the left 


wing. 

The revisionists want an advisory council 
selected geographically to prevent the rad- 
icals from gaining control, as would be the 
case if representation were according te nu- 
merical strength. 

A number of leaders openly attack the pres- 
ent party management in the current num- 
ber of the Socialist monthly. Kolb, the re- 
visionist leader, declares the 110 members

Nothing to Debar United 
States Citizen from Suc- 
cession to Honor. 


MANY ARE ON THE ROLL. 


Persons of the Nobility Either 
Fail or Refuse to Cross Ocean 
to Claim Bequests.

Although nobiliary honors are to such an 
extent discountenanced in this country that 
the law of the land exacts the sacrifice of 
all distinctions of this character as a con- 
dition of naturalization, yet hereditary titles 
of the old world are becoming sufficiently 
numerous in the United States to no longer 
call for ang particular comment or criticism. 
There is nothing to debar an American 
Sitizen, of American or alien birth, from the 
@uccession to a European title. The fact 
that Oliver Wallop of Pig Horn ranch, Sheri- 
gan county, Wyoming, has transferred his 
@liegiance from the British crown to the 
Stars and Stripes will not prevent him from 
inheriting in due course his childless elder 
drotber's earldom of Portsmouth, while de- 
spite all the pains taken by the late Frank 
Work of New York to assure the American 
nationality of his favorite grandson and 
heir, Maurice Roche, the latter fs bound 
eventually to succeed to the Irish peerage of 
his uncle. Lord Fermoy. 


Still Are U. 8. Citizens. 

Nor will these titles impair in the slight- 
est degree their citizenship of the United 
States, «specially if they continue to make 
their home in this country, like the new 
Lord Grey de Ruthyr, who declares that the 
fact of having inherited his elder brother's 
ancient barony last month is no reason why 
he shoul give up his pleasant existence on 
his Montana ranch. He féllows in this re- 
spect the example of John Sinclair, who on 
succeecing to the ear'dom of Oaithnese re- 
mained living on his place in North Dakota. 


Baronetage Well Represented. 

Great Britain's baronetage is. however, 
more extensively represented over here than 
its peerage. There are several baronets 
established in Greater New York; among 
them Sir Robert Graham of Eek, tenth hold- 
er of a baronetcy created by Charles I., co- 
heir to the earldcm of Annandale, and who, 
for close upon forty years, bas resided in 
the Bay Ridge district of Brooklyn, where all 
his four sons have bien brought up and mar- 


ried: 

Sir John Beverley Robinson of Edgewater, 
N. J., and New York, is descended from a 
Christopher Robinson, secretary of the 
colony of Virginia im the reign of WilHam 
end Mary, and inherited his baronetcy from 
his grandfather, who received it for his 
services es Chief Justice of Canada. 

Sir Arthur Eliott of Stobs was a member 
of the New York stock exchange, coneequent- 
ly an American citizen, when, two years ago, 
he inherited his uncle's Scotch estates and 
baronetcy, the latter dating from Charles 
I. It was Sir George Eliott, a member of 
this. particular house of Eliott, who won 
£0 much fame and a peerage by his heroic 
defense of Gibraltar in 1782. 

Sir James Stuart-Monteith was born at 
Canandeigua, N. T., where he still makes 
his home with his family. He inherited his 
baronetcy from an uncle. 


Came to U. 8. 100 Years Ago. 
Near a hundred years ago Charles Waller, 
younger brother of Sir Edmund Weller of 
Newport, Tipperary, came to this country, 
married in 1830 a Miss Maria Burgher of 
Staten Island, and became an American 
citizen. 

There were three sons born in New York to 
t union, the eldest of whom, Charles, suc- 
ceeded in due course to his uncie’s baronetcy. 
Ile never married, made his home at the 
Broadway Central Hotel in New York, where 
re was known as Mr.“ Waller. and died 
‘ast spring at the Hahnemann hospital, the 
baronetcy, which has a checker board for 
{ts escutcheon, passing to his nephew, Wil- 
nam E. Waller, Who, also a native of New 
Lork, owns a chain of department stores in 
New Jersey, at Rutherford. Madison, Ridge- 
wood, Westwood, Gloster, and Hasbrouk 
Heights. His eldest,son is a sophomore at 
Cornell university. — 

Sir Wimam Waller has declared his inten- 
tion of retaining his American citizenship 
along with his New Jersey emporiums, and 
will probably cortinue to Hve over here, as 
the ancestral castle, in Tipperary (familar 
to the tourists as Cully castle, which, ac- 
quired by Gen. Sir Wiliam Waller, who dis- 
tinguished himself in the Thirty Tear war 
and became one of Cromwell's principal com- 
manders, has belonged to the family ever 
since), is now a picturesque, ivy clad ruin and 
quite uninhebitable. 

Sir William, a gratid-uncle, the fourth 
baronet, was married to a sister of Sir Ben- 
amin Lee Guinness, father of Lord Ardi-

laum, and founder of the famous Dublin 
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Stout brewing concern; while another mem- 

ber of the house of Waller was the poet Kd- 

mund Waller of “ Go, lovely Rose, celebrity.

Sir Genilie Cave-Brown-Cave, whose bar- 
onetey was created by Charles I., was quite 
recently employed by the Salvation army at 
its headquarters in Brooklyn, he having ap- 
pealed for assistance there when he found 
himself stranded. His address is given in 
“ Burke’s. Peerage and Baronetage” as 221 
Johnson avenue, Richmond Hill, L. I. 

His career has been extremely picturesque, 
and thus far included soldiering in England 
and India as a private and as a Lance cor- 
poral in the Thirteenth and Twenty-first 
Hussar regiments of the British; hunting 
Dacoits as a member of the military police 
in Burmah; gold digging in Mysore; salloring 
before the mast, and also as quarter master 
on a Lascar manned P. & O. liner, and cow 
punching in Arizona. 

He further claims to have taken part in 
the expedition for the relief of the besieged 
legations in Peking in 1900 and to have won 
the English Distinguished Service order in 
India. 


Found as Street Laborer. 


Cave-Brown-Cave was earning his living 
as a laborer employed in laying sidewalks in 
Kansas City when notified of his father’s 
death and of his own succession to the baron- 
etcy just five years ago. Having spent the 
money advanced to him by his lawyers for 
his return to England in celebrating in New 
York, he had ta work his way across to Liver- 
pool on a cattle boat. 

Reaching England, he found that he had 
inherited little beyond the title, his father, 
from whom he had been wholly estranged 
and who himself had been in relatively strait- 
ened circumstances, having left everything 
that he could to his widow and daughters. 

Sir Genille, finding himself without re- 
sources or means of livelihood in England, 
returned to this country and, after various 
vicissitudes, appealed, as I have mentioned 
above, to the Salvation Army in Brooklyn. 

Unmarried, the next heir to the baronetcy 
is his cousin, Capt. Reginald Cave-Brown- 
Cave of the royal navy; while another heir is 
the latter's younger brother Edward, now 
living at Vancouver and married to an Amert- 
can girl, a daughter of the Rev. A. L. Fortin

“New York” Baronetcy. 


There is even a baronetcy that bears the 
name of New York "—namely: that of Sir 
Gordon Johnson, whose patent authorizes 
him to use the words of New York as part 
and parcel of his title. 

The latter was bestowed by George II. in 
1788 upon a distinguished English comman- 
der during the first American war. His sor 
and successor, superintendent of Indian af-

For his father, who came to this country 
in the reign of William IV., secured natural- 
ization on marrying in 1834 Miss Lovica Wal- 
ton of Dexter, and settied down in that then 
remote western town.

The society learns that cases of deception’ 
through advertisements of Do Europe on 
6100 and the. like are finding far fewer 
victims than of old, and that there is a strong 
evidence that American travelers of modest 
means have now taken the motto, Show 
me. 

This is a good thing, for it is often painful 
to the extreme to find, aa frequently happens, 
that the traveler is reduced to practical 
beggary because he cannot get passage home 
at the time relied upon. : 

The noticeable improvement in this par- 
ticular may doubtless be due to a certain 
extent to the fact that American visitors to 
London are fewer than usual this year. 

The west end hotel managers were the first 
to feel this and were alarmed.

The prince as soon as he was free escaped 
to England, where he was received by the 
best people, notwithstanding the supposed 
hereditary hatred of che English to the 
French, particularly anybody with Napoleon 
or Bonaparte in his name.

Now I am at liberty to de- 
scribe the extraordinary days I have just 
lived through. To Strassburg, and to Bou- 
logne, I add the words Dec. 2.“ Three suc- 
cessive stages, each how surprising! But 
here are the facts:

With these words he left me and I acted.” 

On Dec. 31, 1848, D’Ambes wrote in his 
diary: “I see rising in the distance the form 
of an eagle with outspread wings.” 

Now he writes: On this Jan. 1, 188%, 1 
Can write: The eagle is here, above our 
beads, a crown in his talons. It will descend 
in majestic flight and place this crown on the 
head of him who will style himself Napo- 
leon III.

Volume II. of these diaries begins with the 
marriage of the emperor. As is well known, 
his marriage to Mile. de Montijo was much 
opposed by the people of France, also by 
Miss Howard. However. the emperor obeyed 
the call of love, even at tne risk of public 
disaffection. Baron d' Ambes believes that 
everything written against Mile. de Montijo 
Was suggested by envy alone. She had the 
women against her “ because her beauty 
reached that point of idea! perfection which

jealousy cannot forgive.” She had upset 
afl the calculations of diplomacy.

“I have shown designs of our proposed 
momuments and sketches of the general 
project to several old of my student 
days who are noted in the Beld of art,” said 
Mr. Taft today, “and they are al) enthust- 
astic. 

“ Paul Bartlett, the American sculptor who 
did the children’s statue of Lafayette for the 
Louvre gardens, and who is a corresponding 
member of the Institute of France, was espe- 
cially interested in the idea of embellishing 
the Midway with lagoon bridges, fountaing 
statues, and gardens. 

“We went over the designe critically and 
I received several valuable suggestions. My 
olf friend Camille Enlart, director of com- 
parative scuépture in the museum of the 
Trocadero, also admired the plans.

“I shall submit to the Chicago plan com- 
mission when I reach home in a fortnight a 
number of fresh observations from such 
wonders of art as the Boboli garden in For- 
ence, the Villa Borghess in Rome, the Pin- 
cian hill in Rome, the royal gardens in 
Padua the Tiergarten in Berlin, the Luxem- 
bourg in Paris, and the celebrated gardens 
at Versailles. In all of these plans statuary 
forms a large part of the effect.

“ We took ecenes at Bethlehem and Beth- 
any. Inthe cara van scene, where Joseph and 
Mary miss the boy Christ, who remained 
with the doctors in the temple, about forty 
camels were employed. There was some dif- 
ficulty in finding so many camels, because 
great numbers had been commandeered for 


the war.

THE PROGRESSIVE PLATFORM. 
The Tariff. 

All the parties say the present tariff 
should be lowered. The Progressives and 
Democrats say so emphatically. The Re- 
publi.ans rgmark more mildly that some 
of the existing duties are too high and 
should be reduced.” 

How are the reductions to be accom- 
plished? Progressive and Republican plat- 
forms favor a nonpartisan tariff commis- 
sion to put tariff making on a scientific 
basis. 

But here is another strange omission from 
the supposedly progressive platform of the 
Democrats. They don't suggest even re- 
motely that the next tariff is to be made 
im any diffe.ent way from its predecessurs, 
namely, by congressional log rolling. 

If the Democrats get control of the gov- 
ernment they will use it to protect the in- 


/ @ustries situated in their districts, at the 


expense of industries situated in Republic 
an districts, just as they did the last time 
they were in, just as when tae Pepublicans 
made their tariff bills they always 5. rotected 
Republican industrial districts in Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, and New England, at the ex- 
pense of the south and the west. 

The Progressives, taking advance 
ground, maintain that the nation should 
go about its tariff making as scientifically 
as railroads go about their rate making. 

Note carefully this plank: “ We pledge 
ourselves to the establishment of a non- 
partisan scientific tariff commission with 
plenary powere to elicit information and 


| prescribe a uniform system of accounting 


for the great protected industries, showing 
the cost of production, efficiency of labor, 
capitalization, industrial organisation and 
efficiency, revenue producing power of tar- 
iff, its effect on prices, operativas of mid- 
dlemen, and purchasing power of con- 
sumer.” 

It is to the credit of Mr. Taft that he 

consistently used his influence as president 
to establish a tariff ommission. But Peu - 
rose and Orane, who were afterwards to 
steal the uominativun for him and to put 
a tariff commission plank in their platform, 
as consistently thwarted all Mr. Taft's 
efforts to this end. 
Probably this hits off the fundamental 
trouble with his administration. The people 
around him always ran him. He never ran 
them. 


A man living in one of the exclus' 

apartment houses on the north side asked 
his grocer if he would not cash a small check 
for him. The grocer unhesitatingly refuse. 


It was a rule with him never to accept 


checks. Another of his rules was never to 
trust any one. He sold for cash only. Ex- 
perience had taught him that the paying of 
high rent is no sign that the person will pay 
his grocery bill. 

The man went back to his apartment, for 
which he was paying $125 a month, told 
this incident to his wife, and they decided 
that this was the Chicago spirit. 

Over in the congested districts on the 
‘west side the grocer gives credit almost uni- 
versally. The butcher does likewise. And 


at cashing. a chéck for you. The grocer 
and butcher are seldom losers. The check 
accepted by the saloonkeeper is seldom, al- 
most never, returned. 

Does paying of high rent and outward 
manifestation of wealth and distinction in- 
spire less confidence in Chicago than the un- 
ostentatious ways of simple hard working 
folk? At any rate, which is the Chicago 
spirit? 


JAPAN AND AMERICA, 

It cannot be denied that since the Rueso- 
Japanese war, during which public opinion 
or perhaps we should say public sentiment-— 
was strongly pro-Japanese, there has been 
a marked cooling of American feeling for 
Japan. Previous to the war whatever 
feeling existed was vaguely friendly and 
somewhat condescending. The dramatic 
events of that conflict aroused a gen- 
erous admiration in the American public, 
which conceived of Japan as a small na- 
tion heroically combating for national life 
against the encroachments of a gigantic 
power. 

But rather rapidly this conception has 
changed, with our growing knowledge of 
the facts, and there bas entered into the 
popular thought of Japan entirely new 
elements. We look upon them now not 
as young, weak, and oppressed, but as 
strong, aspiring, and wise. There is also 
an especially disturbing factor in our feel- 
ing toward her based upon the tradition 
that the orlental is not to be understood 
by us. That for ways that are dark 
and for tricks that are vain, the heathen 
Chinee is peculiar” wrote Harte in the 
vernacular of the California coast, and 
there has been a certain recrudescence of the 
hostility developed in the west against the 
Chinaman on grounds of economic compe- 
tition aggravated by race prejudice, 

That this change of sentiment is per- 
manent or deep is not likely. Ambprican- 
Japanese relations will depend in the 
main upon more substantial conditions 
than sentiment. They will depend upon 
our economic and political contacts. Nevy- 
ertheless, national sentiment, the personal 


equation of peoples, is not to be ignored, 
since it creates the atmosphere in which 
our international problems work out. Ir 
that atmosphere becomes highly charged 
it is a source of danger. It is therefore

to feed upon myths, prejudices, and mis- | 


understandings. If an impalpable hos- 
tility is allowed to perpetuate and spread 
among the mass of the population, among 
people who have no direct means of cor- 
recting it, the time will come when events, 
misused by jingoes or by selfish interests, 
will precipitate it in the form of violent 
action. 

Fortunately the means of better judg- 
ment are multiplying and we may hope 
for a clearer knowledge of what our re- 


time goes on. To this end books like Mr. 
Kiyoshi Kawakami’s “ Américan-Japan- 
ese Relations” are especialy welcome, 
The author is the New York correspond- 
ent of the Yorodzu and a Japanese author 
of reputation. His book, written in a/i- 
mirable English, is directed at the chief sub- 
jects of criticism chosen by such writers 
as Millard and Putnam Weale—namely: 
the Manchurian and Corean policies and 
the immigration question. Mr. Kawaka- 
mi’s views of some of these questions will 
be discussed at another time.

the lighted windows of the tavern, They

VALUE OF THE HOSPITAL. 

OMB years ago the German govern- 
ment foresaw that the way for it to 
maintain its proud position in the 
council of nations was to work out a 

} plan of procedure whereby the health 
of its subjects could be conserved. 

It knew that a fit, virile, healthy nation 
could exist only when means were provided 
wherewith disease could not only be pre- 
vented but scientiſically and cheaply treated. 
For this purpose it adopted a plan of health 
insurance for its people. 

In this way money was laid by for the 
care of the aged, the man out of work, the 
man or women sick or injured, the woman 
in confinement, and the woman about to be 
contined. 

It also provided a cheap but practical hos- 
pital service, so that the most indigent and 
lowly could have scientific treatment and 
care, as well as those who lived in aftiuence. 
It was further provided that the expense 
of caring for these people was to be at the 
lowest possible cost. 

This common interest relation existing 
between the German government and its 
citizens so operated as practically to dis- 
pense with free beds in hospitals, such as 
are to be found in nearly all the great cities 
in this country. 


— 
* England, ever watchful of the business 
methods of other countries, took notice of 
Germany’s pian, and later on, for similar 
reasons, adopted a similar plan. It aleo 
maintains a lecture bureau for the dissem- 
ination of information concerning how to 
prevent disease. This lecture bureau is 
under control of and its operations are 
directed by the national insurance depart- 
ment, the expense of conducting it being 
paid out of the insurance fund. 
Another feature of this plan is that it is 
empowered to levy a special tax to provide 
money to pay the expense of caring for all 
sickness in excess of the average rate for 
the country at large. 


~ 
If it is necessary for these nations to 
adopt such rigorous methods to maintain 
individual and nationgl health, it can only 
be a question of time When all nations, great 
or small, that wish to maintain a high de- 
of efficiency, industrially, socially, and 
economically, of its citizens will be forced 
to adopt practical plans for securing to their 
people protection not only against disease 
but which will guarantee to them proper 
care should they become sick or injured 
while pursuing their daily vocations. 


~~ 

The agencies for caring for private and 
public health in this country, when com- 
pared with some of the other nations, are 
exceedingly primitive. 

The reasons for this are many. In the 
first place there has been no practical co- 
operation between the doctor and the lay- 
man in an effort to deal with this, the most 
vital question affecting the public weal. 

Our people up to the present time have 
mot felt the need of them. Having been 
blessed with practically unlimited natura! 
resources, they have béen able rather easily 
to keep enough money ahead to care for 
themselves and families during times of 
sickness or when they were injured. 

» When leading and public spirited states- 
men and physicians attempted in a concrete 
way to get effective health la ws passed, pro- 
viding for the safeguarding of the public 
bealth and, consequently, general better 
ment of the individual, they found them- 
selves opposed by quacks, patent medicine 
men, and faddists. . 

To the influence of these shortsighted, 
selfish, unfortunate, and misguided people 
has been traced the cause of the deaths of 
countless numbers, especially babies, in this 
country. 


~~. 

The usefulness of the hospital in this 
country is not generally understood or ap- 
preciated. For one reason or another, there 
seems to be an unwarranted prejudice en- 
tertained against it by a large percentage 
of our people. This in some measure is due 
to ignorance of its functions. 

There has also been coupled with the 
name hospital in this country a feeling of 
dislike, superinduced, no doubt, by supersti- 
tion. In other words, when you say the 
word hospital to a number of people, “ like 
a duck in thunder,” they seem to lose their 
mental bearings. 

Let it be said, and to the credit of our 
people, too, that this dislike for hospitals is 
being rapidly and fortunately overcome, 


— 

Both the doctor and the layman begin to 
realize that the proper place in which to 
carry on the fight against the ravages of 
disease and to lessen human suffering is 
in the hospital. It is in the hospital that 
the medical man, the surgeon and-his as- 
sistants, can do the most effective work in 
their efforts to elucidate the cause of dis- 
ease, methods for preventing disease, and 
most scientifically apply remedies and sur- 
gical measures for curing disease and re- 
pairing fractures. 

“The role which the modern hospital 
plays in the education not only of the med- 
ical profession but also of the public in gen- 
eral is far reaching and its scope is prac- 
tically unlimited. The abundance of clin- 
ical material which oomes under the eye 
of the physician or surgeon is important in 
increasing his knowledge of diseases and 
their treatment.“ 

The functions of the hospital, however, 
are not limited to the mere caring for the 
sick and the injured. The hospital is the 
center of genuine scientific medical and sur- 
gical work. 

7 — 

Here the latest and most improved meth- 
ods of caring for the sick and the injured 
are employed. ‘Here the nurse receives her 
education in how to conduct a campaign in 
favor of public health. Here the sanitary 
engineer goes to get points on how to build 
and operate public institutions. Here the 
sanitary physician receives his training in 
how to prevent the spread of diseases, espe- 
cially those communicable. 

Here you find the bacteriologist, the chem- 
ist, the scientist actively at work furnish- 
ing special knowledge to the statistician as 
a basis from which he makes up his calcu- 
lations. Here is the headquarters for that 
large body of doctors and nurses who com- 
pose our sanitary educators and who go 
about disseminating knowledge of the way 
disease spreads and the ways in which it is 
prevented. 

This bedy of missionaries of sanitation 
constitutes, in my judgment, the most im- 
portant army of men and women engaged 
in this modern movement for the conserva- 
tion of publie health. In the campaign 
against contagious and infectious diseases, 
particularly tuberculosis, they have dissem- 
inated much knowledge ng the im- 
portatice of personal hygiene and practical 


methods of sanitation. 


The anti-tuberculosis movement brought 
the knowledge of how to fight this particular 
microbe into the home of the individual. 
Knowledge of the sanitary disposition of 
the sputum, of how to make tenements and 
shops hygienic, and what constituted healthy 
habits of the individual taught to each 
member of the home. 

The people were taught that the su 

the fight against. the 1 
an individual Sight, and that the duty of 
each individual, was to so shape bis life and 
habits as not to affect his friends and neigh- 
The credit for setting in motion the ma- 
chinery which has so surcessfully carried 
this knowledge of hygiene and sanitation 
into the home of the individual is largely due 
to the hospital. 
It must not be forgotten that these results 
were not accomplished by merely dissen- 
inating information through lecture bureaus, 
pamphiets, and general instruction. 

These doctors and nurses—missionaries— 
went personally into the field of work and 
personally taught sanitation and hygiene. 

What they have done to educate people 
concerning the cause and cure of tubercu- 
losis they have done equally as effectively 
regarding the cause and cure of other con- 
tagious diseases. Of them Bishop Spaulding 
would say: 

They are true physicians, waiting upon 
the miseries of man; like sentinels, at their 
posts they stand, ever ready to bring relief. 
Neither darkness of night, nor storm, nor 
contagion, nor pestilence, nor the field of 
carnage can deter them when duty calls.” 

It is through this personal work that much 
of the information used for making up the 
vital statistics record, particularly among 
children, has been secured. 

~~ 

For some reason or other, a fallacy has 
obtained among the doctors as well as the 
laity that the hospital is only for surgical 
and operative cases. This, however, is not 
true. On the other hand, the hospital is 
the safe place for a case of typhoid, pneu- 
monia, appendicitis, peritonitis—in fact, any 
illness of sufficient seriousness to require 
daily visits by the physician and an attend- 
ing nurse, or where much nursing or atten- 
tion is required on the part of members of 
the family or friends. 

Here you find system and regularity in 
the care of the sufferer and, should an emer- 
gency arise requiring the hasty interventions 
of surgical procedures to foil death, much 
time can be saved. 

The time element with reference to the 
conditions when the operation is done is 
also a determining factor when we come 
to make up the prognosis of the case. 

: — 

No doubt many a life could have been 
saved by quick surgical procedures, when an 
operable case has reached the crisis, had 
the case been where the operation could have 
been performed. 

Many surgeons of renown hesitate when 
asked to operate under the handicap of illy 
prepared surroundings. 

To operate in a strange place with strange 
help is unfair to the patient and to the sur- 
geon. His mind should be free to concen- 
trate on what his eye is seeing, his fingers 
are feeling, and his knife is cutting. 

He cannot divide his thonght and be just 
to the patient, and even with the best of 
oversight strange attendants and strange 
surroundings not infrequently mean a break 
in surgical cleanliness—a chain as weak as 
its weakest link. 

~ 

When sick and in the hospital you are 
reasonably sure of being efficiently cared 
for. In the hospital a chart is kept by the 
attending nurse, so that each time the doctor 
makes a visit he has but to glance over this 
chart in order to know how his patient has 
progressed, in order to know the condition 
of his patient. 

There is then little for the doctor to do, 
save look at his charts, occasionally attend 
dressings, when the case happens to be a 
surgical one, and direct the nurse as to the 
further care of his patient. 

The patient feels more at ease, realizing 
that he is not a burden to family and friends 
and that every attention possible will be 
accorded him tending to make him comfort- 
able and well. 

The family, knowing that the sick one 
will be properly cared for, that it can hear 
from him at almost any hour of the day or 
night, soon becomes reconciled to this condi- 
tion and is far better off, being relieved of 
the burden of care which would otherwise 
have been imposed and better able to attend 
to its daily duties.

DON’T POULTICE A Don. 
H. K. writes: Kindly inform me if there 
is anything besides hot flaxseed poultices 
that is as effectual in relieving and maturing 
bolls.“ 
REPLY. 

A boll will get well whatever is done for it. A 
flaxseed poultice is a bad thing to use on a boil, 
as it often causes secondary boile to come. The 
hot, wet dirty mess infects the nearby skin occa- 
sionally. Crops of both and fresh boils around the 
old boil were frequent when poultices were in 
vogue. If you want to apply heat age a hot 
boracic acid solution pack made with gauze and 
covered with rubber tissue or well bandaged, or 
use a hot water bottle.

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HE national presidential campaign of 
1876 was not ended upon election day 

in November. | 
The result of the November election 
was in dispute. Each party claimed in 
perfect sincerity thet it had triumphed. An 
issue was raised which in other times and 
places has been great enough to destroy 
kingdoms,, create revolutions, precipitate 
civil war. Over this election there seemed at 
one time to be danger of violence and possible 
military demonstration. But in the end the 
American peopie put aside passion. And 
therein was disclosed the fundamental moral 
grandeur of the American people, the com- 
manding feature of the long dra wn out presl- 

dential campaign of 1876. ; 

In the first place, it demonstrated that the 
Democratic party had paseed out of a long 
period of stagnation, and had become a vig- 
orous, strong, and, so far as the popular vote 
was concerned, majority party in the United 
States. In the second place, the campaign 
made it evident that many of the issues ere- 
ated by the war or traceable to the recon- 
struction period through which the southern 
states had passed were practically at an end. 

In the third place, the campaign brought 
forward new men, young men, into the field 
of national political activity. Some of these 
afterw became of preéminent importance; 
three of them were subsequently to serve as 
presidents of the United States—James A 
Garfield, Benjamin Harrison, and William 
McKinley. 

— 


Republican Party on Defensive. 

When the Republicans met in comvention 
in Cincinneti in June, 1876, it wae evident 
both to the leaders and to many members of 
the party that the party was for the first 
time since its organization es a national 
party in 1856 to be placed upon the defensive. 
For it had been d«monstrated by the state 
and congressional elections of 1674 thet the 


Democratic party, chiefly through the mas- ; 


terly methods of Samuel J. Tilden, had be- 
come thoroughly organized and perfectly die- 
ciplined, confident of its strength, ready to 
assume the aggressive and to take advantage 
of all the economic, administrative, and po- 
litical weaknesses which, k was alleged, had 
been characteristic of the Republican ed- 
ministration in the four years between 1872 
and 1876. 

It was also known that the presidential 
nomination wes for the first time since 1864 
not clearly foreshadowed. Lincoln was the 
inevitable candidate in 1864 as Grant ‘was in 
1868 and in 1872. But between 1864 and 1876 
there had arisen a new group of mem in the 
party who had gained positions of authority 
and influence. | 

Chief among these was James G. Blaine. 
During his service ae speaker of the lower 
house he had impressed not only the mem- 
bers of the Republican party but the entire 
country by ceason of his versatility, his en- 
ergy, his wonderfully intuitive mental oper- 
ations, his power of marshelling men to his 
own purposes or to the support of pubilc 
measures, / 

Mr. Blaine was almost spontaneously in- 
dicated by a great number of Republicans 
as their choice for the presidential nomina- 
tion. 

When the convention met the prevailing be- 
lief was that Mr. Blaine would after a few 
ballots receive the nomination. A careful 
canvass had disclosed that he had a plural- 
ity, and a great one, over any one of the 
other candidates. But at the beginning he 
did not have a majority. The first ballot 
taken disclosed the accuracy of this can- 
vass. Blaine received 285 votes, O. P, Morton 
124, Bristow 113, Conkling 90—the greater 
part of which came from New York state— 
Hayes 61, and there were some scattering 
votes. Upon the final ballot Hayes received 
884 votes, Blaine 350, and Bristow 21. 
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Has Confidence of Jeffersonians. 

The Republican platform emphasized the 
necessity of the continued pacification of the 
south and of the maintenance of public 
credit. The party was also strongly com- 
mitted by the platform to a true civil service 
reform. 

When the Democrats met in national com 
vention two weeks later it was manifest that 
Gov. Samuel J. Tilden of New York would be 
the candidate and would probably be nom- 
mated upon the first ballot. That forecast 
proved to be correct. Tilden was nominated 
unanimously upon the second ballot and 
upon a platform which, in a single word, 
can be set forth by saying that it called 
for reform—administrative, fiscal, and eco- 
nomic, 

As governor he added to his national repu- 
tation as a reformer through his attacks 
upon the corrupt and very powerful Erie 
canal ring, which he destroyed. 

Tilden had the confidence of every one of 
those who called themselves Jeffersonian 
Democrats. He was known to be what is 
called a hard money man. and that was the 
Democratic doctrine. 

The Republican party entered upon this 
campaign on the defensive for eeveral rea- 
sons. Perhaps the chief was the business 
demoralization, the long continued panic con- 
ditions, and the widespread feeling in many 
parts of the country that the party as a whole 
favored currency and financial methods 
which were in the interests of bondholders 
and the rich and which bore heavily upon 
persons of moGerate means. 

Six months after President Grant wes in- 
augurated a second time, in March, 1878, 
there came financial disaster with almost 
cyclonic fury and suddenness. Some of the 
more experienced bankers of the United 
States had observed for some time symptoms 
of too greatly expanded credit. The people 
were clamoring for more money. 

In September, 1873, the failure of the bank- 
ing house of Jay Cooke & Co. was announced, 


Cooke with financial distiwss amazed and 
ghocked the people. He was the financier 
who had so brilliantly aided the government 
in war days when the treasury department 
was seeking markets for United States 
bonds. 

The collapse of his house was alleged to be 
due to his promotion of the Northern Pacific 
railroad proposition. Later it was recognised 
that it was due to the overstrained condition 
that prevailed everywhere in American bus 
ness and financial life. 

* 
Brings Demoraliza tion to Climax. 

The failure of this house brought to à cli- 
max all of the corroding and demoralizing 
business and commercial influences that had 
been gathering force for sev years. Con- 


gress itself was so impressed by the des- 


perate business and financial condition that 
it sent President Grant a currency bill which, 
had it become a law, would have unduly u- 
flated the American currency. 

The titular head of the Democratic na- 
tional committee was Tilden's lifelong 
friend, Abram 8. Hewitt of New York; but 
Mr. Tilden himself directed not only the 
general features of the campaign, but also 
many of the details.

of Albert Besnard-—his pictures of Persia and 
India, which captured Paris last spring. 

According to general gossip this distin- 
guished painter had fallen upon evil days 
of diminished popularity and income when 
a friendly cealer urged upon him the present 
Parisian mania for the orient and advanced 
3840 000 for a two years’ sojourn in the east. 
The result was a series of pictures in which 
Besnard indulged riotously his love of color, 
yielding at the same timé to.certain subtle 
influences of Hindoo life and art. 

The result was not merely a Frenchman's 
acceptance of oriental subjects, like many 
earlier pictures by his wandering country- 
men, but racher an orlenfiizing of French 
art, a sympathetic yielding to the glamour 
of the cast. And Paris, which has been 
orientalizing itself for several seasons with 
Russian dances, Persian vases, Egyptian 
jewels, etc., which has even orlentalized the 
clothes of wemen throughout the world— 
Paris went wild over these gorgeous pic- 
tures as hci es the sun of India. And, what 
was more npertant to the artist, Paris 
bought ther at bigh prices. 

Mr. Poole describes Parisian interest in 
the “ wil’ men,“ the neo-impressionists and 
futurists, as a reaction from the literalism of 
the usual Trench art.

People get tired of seeing the same old 
thing,” he says Art students come from 
all over the world to Paris ard the: e proceed 
to lose their rational and individual tang.

When he goes to the Prado gallery 
now he finds his taste for Velasquez a little 
worn, while he pores with huge delight over 
El Greco. And no wonder. for the new Bos- 
ton panels show a strong Greco influence— 
elongated hgures in Greco’s color setrin a 
somewhat Byzantine background.”

“It is now In P. A. B. Widener’s gallery.“ 
said Mr. Poole with conviction. And this 
was the story: 

The Roman Catholic prelates in Spain feel 
that Spain will soon follow the French ex- 
ample of disestablishment, which inevitably 
means confiscation of church property. 
Therefore they have a natural desire to con- 
vert as much treasure as possible into cash; 
and pictures are more portable than ca- 
thedrals. Therefore they caused the finest 
possible copy of Greco’s masterpiece to be 
made, and circulated a rumor questioning 
the authenticity of the great original. 

Experts thereupon rushed to the defense 
from Madrid, Paris. Berlin; the picture was

Thus there is continual experiment by eager 
and resourceful minds, with the result that

Our scenic art is still basely Victorian, 
while theirs is of the twentieth century.

Throughout the years it is noticeable that 
the car with a steady. consistent performance 
for each lap has eventually won out. Heath 
won the first race by his steady but not sepec- 
tacular driving. A year later Lancia, the 
Italian driver, received all the cheers for his 
brilliant and crashing style of driving, but the 
cup went to Hemery, the steady and sure 
Frenchman who drove not a whit faster than 
necessary to win the race. Harry Grant, in 
an Alco, won both the 1908 and 1010 races by 
not forcing his car at terrific speed, and av- 
eraging about the same time for each lap. 

Perhaps the greatest example of consis- 
tent driving in a Vanderbilt race occurred at 
Savannah in 1911, when Ralph Mulford pl- 
loted the Losier to victory. Pitted against 


he would have to average far better time 
than had the winner of the 1910 cup race. 

Ten miles per hour faster time than had 
ever been made in the Vanderbilt race was 
the mark striven for by Mulford, and so 
evenly did his car run that at the end of the 
race he lacked but a fraction of a minute of 
this average. He completed the 205 miles 
of the race at an average speed of 74.07 miles 
per hour and needed every bit of the speed, 
as the German Mercedes finished but two 
minutes and eleven seconds behind him. 

The consistency of Mulford’s work was one 
of the big topics of conversation after the 
race. In thirteen of the seventeen laps over 
a seventeen mile course the Lozier ave aged 
over seventy-five miles per hour, the four 
remaining slower * being due to tire 
changes.

The greatest contrasts in the speed records 
of the Vanderbilt race are shown between 
the races of 1904 and 1905, and 1910 and 1911.

I knew I was worth more money and that 
I was capable of doing a Higher class of work 
than helping fill orders and wheeling heavy 
trucks of goods.

When I 
objected to the long hours and charged him 
with discriminating against me he said: 

“You're thé newest man on the job and 
it’s up to you to do the work I give you. The

When the superintendent hired me I told 
him I had a college education and he said 
he didn’t think it would be long before I was 
promoted, but what the foreman said hurt 
my pride and 1 decided to look for another 
place at the first opportunity.

The 
total amount of laborers’ rent for the year 
was $553,904. In Munster province 16,122 
cottages have been bulk and 1.688 are under 
construction. These cottages, erected by the 
government, are located chiefly in the coun- 
try districts, and, with one-half acre of land, 
rent ‘to laborers at 24 to 36 cents per week, 
which ‘is less than the amount charged for 
interest on the loans, the difference being 
borne by the taxpayers.

EARLY every boy has at some time or 
other worked in a general store, es- 
pecially if he happened to be born in 
a mn town: - Anyhow, I did, and 
the experienced gained ander the eye 
of my father has been 4 great help to me. 
I wouldn't advise every boy to begin work - 
ing’ as early in life as I did, because at 10 
years of age a youngster should be acquir- 
ing an education in school. I had an ad- 
vantage, however, in working before and 
after school hours, and on Saturdays. . But 
I didn’t consider it an advantage then, be- 
cause I had to work, while other boys were 
playing. My father never took much stock 
in the saying that “all work and no play 

makes Jack a dull boy.“ 


Our store was of the old fashioned coun- ’ 


try style, and I was taught to wrap up tea 
in Ounce packages, measure goods by the 
yard, and to use the exact quantity of paper 
and twine and no more. This strict method 


of handling the expense end of the merchan- 
dise business ie not now generally observed, 


yet it taught me the value of materials and 
the avoidance of unnecessary waste. 

As I grew older much of the small buying 
was intrusted to me, so that at the age of 
18 1 had acquired quite an experience in 
both the buying and selling of merchandise. 


* * 
In Mail Order Business. 

When 18 years old, in 1879, desiring greater 
opportunities, I came to Chicago and secured 
a position with a growing mall order house 
as assistant shipping clerk. ‘The mat or- 
der houses of Chicago In those days were 
small as compared with the mammoth es- 
tablishments of today, yet we aimed to han- 
die or take orders for about everything the 
country trade demanded. As our business 
grew we found it necessary to divide our 
merchandise into well defined departments. 

At the age of 21, after working up through 
the shipping and packing departments, I 
was made buyer for a number of depart- 
ments, Which included grocery, hardware, 
wearing apparel, and kindred lines. My sal- 
ary had also greatly increased—from $10 per 
week to $59 per week. I was also thade 
vice president of the company with an in- 
terest in the profits. 

The business continued to grow. with sat- 
isfactory profits, until the year 1888 ush- 
ered in what proved to be a succession of 
continued crop failures and consequent hard 
time conditions with our country customers. 
Sales continued to shrink, collections were 


slow, and extraordinary efforts to save the . 


business only created more expenre and 
greater losses, which finally culminated in 
the financial panic of 1808, by the firm go- 
ing into the hands of a receiver. 

That was my first setback, and a somewhat 
serious one, as all of my capital went with 
the company. With all of my money gone 
and in the midst of one of the worst finan- 
cial panies in the history of the country it 
was not a promising outlook, to say the least. 

* * 
After Failure Got Buyer's Job. 

While stjjl working with the receiver in 
liquidating the affairs of the old company I 
aceepted an offer from The Fair to become 
buyer and manager of their grocery and 
too departments, a position which I filled 
for five years. with increasing salary from 
year to year. : 

1 then left to engage in the wholesale tea 
and coffee business, at which I continued 


zuntn I received an Offer from Hiliman’s t 


become buyer and manager of a number of 
departments, consisting of grocery, restau- 
rant, candy, drug, stationery, etc., sixteen 
departments in all. I have held that position 
for eight years. 

The foregoing covers a buying and selling 
experience of over thirty-three years, and, 
while I have been the hardest kind ofa work- 
er, I never had a day's sicknesg. which I at- 
tribute to the fact that I do not smoke nor 
drink and keep regular hours. Specializing, 
as I do, mostly in food products, I have to 
keep myself in the best of physica! condition, 
as the sense of taste and smell must be bighly 
developed in order to properly determina 
values and give satisfaction to the buying 
public. . 

T am often asked how I manage to conduct 
so many different departments. My reply is 
“That I have thoroughly mastered the fun- 
damental or underlying facts concerning the 
various lines I handle—the rest comes easy.”’ 

I have always studiously developed 3 
“price memory -I. e.: the ability to re- 
member price quotations. I consider the 
ability to remember prices, terms, and dis- 
counts—offhand—one of the most valuable 
attributes of a buyer and one that will save 
a great deal of money for his employers. 

E * 
What Buyer Should Know. 

A buyer, to achieve the greatest possible 
success, should understand that correct mer- 
chandising consists of the knowledge eof 
knowing how to sell as well as to buy. Of 
the two, perhaps knowing how to sell is the 
most important, not only to secure a gatis- 
factory profit but at the same time conduct 
your business so as to give staisfaction to 
all of your customers. This means a con- 
tinuously growing business. 

He must also have an intelligent under- 
standing of the needs of the fitm’s patrons. 
He must thoroughly believe in the necessity 
of dependable and satisfaction giving mer- 
chandise and not hesitate to keep away from 
certain classes of cheap and undesirable 
merchandise evem though a competitor does 
keep it. 

Job lots are undesirable as trade builders. 
They are job lots because they are, in whole 
or in part, undesirable merchandise im some 
wax, anc while some portior of that class 
of merchandise may give satisfaction, the 
uné@esirable portion frequently drives trade 
away. n 

Buyers should not go below a certain étand- 
ard, bearing in mind that certein classes of 
merchandise will not give satisfaction—it 
matters not how cheaply they may be sol. 
Buy only what meets, in e satisfactory wey, 
the wants of your customer. Better pay a 
little more for a selection and get just what 
suits your particular trade. 

‘Buyers frequently make a mistake in buy- 
ing larger quantities than the trade demands, 
which frequently results at the end of the 
season in a large lot of merchandise having 
to be materially reduced in order to dis- 
pose of it. 

Stock should be cleaned up every year and 
not carried over even if it has to be sold 
regardless of cost. It is a fatal error to 
have to mix up old or out of season mer- 
chandise with your good merchandise in or- 
der to get rid of it. |

How to Display Goods. 

Much of the success in any department de- 
pends on the wey merchandise is displayed 
on counters, in sections, etc. It ise peculiar 
fact in selling merchandise that goods dis- 
played on a counter facing a wall or a high 
center fixture do not sell nearly as well as 
those displayed on a section in which à cus- 
tomer has a clear view across, over to the 
opposite counter, where merchandise fs dis- 
played, and other sales are being made. 

While desirable fixtures are necessary for 
the proper display and selling of merchandise, 
yet too fine and elaborate fixtures detract, 
rather than add, to the sale of merchandiee. 
The merchandise itself is what you desire 
the customer’s attention attracted to, and the 
fixtures should be only what a background is 
to a picture, . 

Merchandise should also be displayed so 
as to be biought as closely as possible to 
the customer's hand. Im other words, get the 
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merchandise into your customers hands if 
Possible. It frequently will consummate a 
Sale that could not be effected in any other 
way. 

A large portion of the wants of the public. 
are what might be called passing wants. 
A great mary people buy an article simply 


because they see it or see it advertised. This 


tendency of the public justifies the merchant 
in giving a great deal of consideration to 
an attractive display of his merchandise— 
also to his advertising—the proper arrange- 
ment and wording of attractive sale signe, 


ete., ag all have a tendency to create a de-

Selling End Important. 

Next in importance to, dependable mer- 
chandise is to have salespecple who can in- 
telligently advise and guide customers in 
their selection. It is just as important to 
have @ garment Five perfect satisfaction in 
fit and style to a customer as it is to bave 
it made of the best possible workmanship 
and material, and as to whether a customer 
is properly fitted and thoroughly satisfied. 
after the purchase is made, depends very 
largely om how intelligent and well trained 
the salesperson is. 

A dependable, up to date, and seaeonabie 
assortment of merchandise is a very im- 
portant factor in developing a department's 
business, as it better enables a customer to 
make a satisfactory selection. 

It is also important that advertisements 
and signs should not, in amy way, mislead a 
customer as to quality or value. Am error 
frequently made by buyers isa lack of proper 
adjustment of prices. Some prices may be 
too low—others tco high. The simple fact that 
a line of merchandise may be priced low 
is no guarantees of permanent success. Itis 
just as necessary to have the right assort- 


ment to suit the needs of the buying public 


as to sell the merchandise at, the lowest pos- 
sible prices. ; 
The habit of offering soiled, out of date 
merchandise and mixirg it up with new goods 
as they come in is undesirable. Such. goods 
should be kept entirely by themselves and 
m many cases. should be jobbed out, as they

Rules a Buyer Should Follow. 

A buyer should also fully realize that sell - 
ing space means opportunity to sell and it

A buyer should also consider the interests 
of the entire store amd. should not purste a 
policy having-in view only the success of his 
own department. | 

If T were asked what rules are necessary for 
a young man to follow in order to become a 
successful buyer or seller I would say:

Farmers Should Raise Cattle. 
PROBLEM of vital interest to every 
one considering taking up general 
farming is presented in the following 
letter from Uncle Dan Waters of 
Pangamon “<inty. 

Mr. Waters is one of the best known farm- 
ers in Illinois, and be complains that farmers 
are losing money and squandering the soil 
wealth of their farms by neglecting to raise 
cattle. 

It would seem that the high price of every- 
thing purchased at a butcher shop would be 
sufficient to bring about more general stock 
raising even without the important points 
raised by Mr. Waters, 

It is nevertheless a act that the railroads, 
state universities, government experiment 
stations, and others throughout the country 
interested in bettering American agriculture 
are finding it difficult to educate farmers te 
the scientific raising of meat. 

Mr. Waters contends that Illinois lands are 
not yielding half what they should and that 
the yield can be increased and the fertility of 
the soil maintained only by proper rotation 
of crops and cattle raising. 

“Our farmers are thinking too much of 
grain.” he writes. They will realize one of 
these days that it is more economical to raise 
Cattle and maintain fertility than to buy 
commercial fertilizer. 

“The production of Illinois farms has di- 
minished. The grass has been wiped away 
and there are no more cattle to speak of. A 
good many of our farmers are cultivating 
two acres of ground where, by careful and 
scientifiCc farming, they could get better 
results off one. No practical farm has rea- 
son to be proud of a record of forty bushels 
of corn, and many of them are not making 
that. 

“Tf the Illinois corn belt does not change 
its policy, ten years from now we will not be 

growing enough of that grain to supply the 
commercial demand. Of course the price 
will advance, but that will be caused by short 
production. The grower will not be anything 
ahead. As the production of cattle dimin- 
ishes, the yield of corn to the acre lessens. 
If we intend to continue making beef. some 
of us at least must resume breeding. Weare 
rapidly reaching a point where the annual 
crop of beef will be only about half what it 
was twenty years ago, and beef prices and 
the increase in population must be taken into 
consideration. 

“It must be remembered that aside from 
the commercial value of cattle, the value of 
the fertility of the soil derived from the pro- 
duction of cattle on the farm is of great im- 


~ portance; and with the decline of cattle rais- 


ing on farms will follow the decline in the 
production of agricultural products. If the 
fertility of the soil is not maintained land win 


not yield profitable crops. 


Many of us are growing too mapy crops 
of corn in succession. In my farming opera- 
tions I have failed as much in rotation as tn 
anything else. During the winter clover gets 
many knockouts, and alfalfa cannot be de- 
pended on altogether. This year wheat was 


_. kitied and we had to replant land te corn, 
Which knocked out the entire rotation sye- 


tem. 

I have a pasture of 320 acres. I would 
like to buy more cattle, but do not know 
where to get them. You can’t get a bunch of 
steers anywhere within 100 miles of Sanga- 
mon county. I suppose the plow will get the 
grass sooner or later, but I will keep corn off 
u as long as possible, as a matter of senti- 
ment, if not economy. 

There lis only one way out of this predica- 
ment. Right here in IIlinois we must breed 


our cattle and quit paying railroad fares. 
-commissions. and shrinks whenever we want 


a load of feeders. I have never grown cattle 
yet that did not make me money, and I can’t 


understand why all farmers don't find the 
same profit in cattle raising. Recently I 
sold yearling heifers at 9 cents a pound in 


Chicago and they realized $95 a head. Farm- 
ers have accepted somebody's sayso that it 
doesn’t pay to raise calves. They admit 
there is money in raising colts. They would 
find the same number of beef cows will give 
better net returns than mares. 
Intelligent farming cannot be carried on 
without cattle raising. Cultivation of the 
anil and raising cattle go hand in hand.’

Western North Carolina 1s a large ter- 
ritory, but Henderson county, which is lo- 
cated just south of Asheville and near where 
North Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgis 
come together, may be considered as typical 
of the region. This county has been care- 
fully covered by the agricultural experts of 
the federal government, and the following 
facts are taken from the soll report they have 
formulated: 

It is a typical mountain country, the eleva- 
tion ranging from 1,400 feet to 5,000 feet above 
the sea level. The northwestern part drains 
into the Gulf of Mexico and the southeastern 
part drains into the Atlantic ocean. There 
are numerous beautiful waterfalls which may 
easily be converted into power. 

Practically all the population are American 
born whites. 

There is a growing season for the tenderest 
products of 180 days, from April 23 to Oct. 1. 
The winters are mild and the summers cool. 
The rainfall ts about 65 inches a year. All 
these things make the district a summer re- 
sort frequented by thousands each year. In 
the western end of the county 90,000 acres is 
included In the Vanderbilt estate, and there 
are other large holdings of several thousand 

acres by lumber companies. 

Rough mountain lands are valued at $5 or 
$6 an acre, cultivated mountain lands at $10 
to $25 an acre, and valley or plateau lands at 
from 920 to $75 an acre. Most of the farms 
contain about seventy-five acres under cultt- 
vation, but in the vicinity of Hendersonville 
there are farms devoted to truck raising as 
small as fifteen acresand even ten acres. 

At present corn is the principal crop grown, 
secondary products being wheat, hay, pota- 
tees, cabbage, and rye. It is the opinion of 
the federal investigators that with proper 
cultivation of the soil the county would sup- 
port a population several times the present 
number. Apples are recommended in the 
northern, northeastern, and northwestern 
slopes of the mountains at an elevation of 
from 2,400 to 8,500 feet. They also. state that 
cattle could be easily and profitably raised on 
the cheap lands now lying idle and that tn- 
telligent poultry raising would pay well. 

The chief solls of the area are Porter's 
sandy loam and Porter’s loam, which occupy 
80 per cent of the area. Both solls are easily 
tilled, Will raise a wide range of crops, and 
may be obtained for from $10 to §50 an acre. 

The Southern railroad, which supplies 
transportation to this and neighboring coun- 


ties, is endeavoring to build up a cabbage and a 


potato industry by furnishing the services of 
an agricultural expert and giving refrigerator 
car service to the big markets of the south. 
Farmers are advised to raise ten acres of 
cabbage and ten acres of potatoes, as these

Burlington, Ia.—{Back to the Land Bu- 
reau.]—Please give me information concern- 
ing the Imperial valley, California. What 
fruit and crops are adapted to this valley? 
What te the price of land with and without 
water rights? Is the Colorado river under 
complete control? SvusscrIBER. 

The Colorado river is now under control, 
and it is claimed that the channels which it 
tore through the Imperial valley some years 
ago when it got out of its channel and cre- 
ated the Salton sees are proving beneficia! to 
the region by providing drainage. 

There ie no public land left in this valley. 
Land may be obtained for 200 an acre. Land 
without water rights is of no value. 

This region has no winter, and the heat 
u. summer ts in excess of 100 degrees much of 
the time. The extreme dryness of the atmos- 
phere, however, makes this equivalent to a 
temperature of fifteen or twenty degrees 
lower in more humid climatea 

The soll is a rich slit of great depth. 

Cotton, alfalfa, cantaloupes, grapes, fige, 
and asparagus are among the most important 
crops.

ISEASE has caused more discourage- 
ment in the poultry business than 


any one thing. Much of the pleasure 


of raising good poultry is lost when 


the breeder sees one bird after another 


fall a victim to disease. Disease has dealt 
the death knell to many ambitions and hes 
been the cause of the retirement of many 
poultry raisers with otherwise bright futures 
before them. 

Disease does not come without a cause and 
in nine cases out of ten this cause is neglect 
or carelessness, True, we sometimes find a 
sick bird in the best regulated flocks, where 
everything is done to keep the poultry in 
the best possible condition and where the 
buildings are constructed on the most up te 
date, scientific plans. But these cases are 
exceptional and the disease, in these cases, 
never gets much headway. 

The trouble with most inexperienced poul- 
try raisers is their inability to detect disease 
in its earliest stage, and when they do de- 
tect it the malady has a good hold upon the 
specimen affected; or perhaps it is of a con- 
tagious nature, which means the infection 
of the pen mates. If amateurs would study 
their birds more closely and carefully watch 
their daily actions there would be less trouble 
along these lines. .

Many Causes for Diseases: 
There are many things which bring about 


| diseases. Among them are poor ventilation, 


direet drafts, overcrowding, irregular feed- 
ing, dirty houses, contaminated runs, filthy 
drinking water, damp quarters, and lack of 
exercise: Any one of these may ‘cause the 
poultryman lots of trouble. and any one of 
them can be avoided if the proper interest 
is displayed in the raising of chickens. Some 
of these causes for disease must de con- 
sidered when the first start Is made. Take, 
for instance, the construction of the hen- 
houses. In laying out the poultry’ plant hy- 
gienic construction should be carefully con- 
sidered in all of your plans. Interior x- 
tures such as nesting boxes, roosts, etc., 


should be removable so that the houses can 


be thoroughly cleaned and disinfected. The 
drinking fountains and feed hoppers should 
be of such a pattern as will permit handy 
cleaning by the operator. To be brief. much 
of the prevention of disease lies in the kind 
of houses and fixtures you use. 

A sick hen will not lay; even though her 
ailment is not severe. Nor will she lay im- 
mediately after recovering, and hens that 
have had a severe case of canker ur roup 
are not fit for the breeding pen. They should 
be killed and burned. In mild cases of the 
latter disease it is advisable to doctor them, 
but unless the case is mild they are not 
worth the trouble.

A case of this kind is exceedingly difficult 
to handle, and not in every case does the 
medicine applied to Peterson work out suc- 
cessfully.

There should 
be almost no limit, short of disorganization, 
which will permit the discharge of an ef- 
ficient worker merely because he or she has 
some trivial peculiarity. By proper handling 
these peculfarities can easily be nullified or 
so kept in the background that they do no 
serious harm. 

Only too often ts it the bully like Peterson 
who is the best workman. Foremen will near- 
ly all agree that a workman without some 
little peculiafity is seldom of the best stamp.

Perhaps nothing in the form of neck dress- 
ing ever has had a greater tendency to make 
a beautiful thréat appear deformed and 
ugly than the present day fashion of the 
Kobespierre collar.

The tendency of women to wear beads and 
ornaments around the throat is a great mark 
of weakness.

The throat needs as much care as the face. 
When bathmg the face the throat should 
never be neglected. I have seen women 
whose faces were carefully treated, white and 
smooth, while their necks were dark and 
thick skinned.

When 
cream is rubbed into the skin of the face 
treat the neck as kindly. Rub round and 
round the throat, always rubbing toward the 
ears.

To my mind there is nothing equal to 
it in any way, shape, or manner. It

has a refining and elevating influence 


when rightly administered and accepted in 
the proper spirit. 


My mother was a wonderful woman in 


every respect. The world is better to me 
because she once lived init. She and I were 
chums and more like sisters than mother 
and daughter. I had no secrets from her, 
but I was obliged to obey her. I was sound- 
ly hand spanked for my misdemeanors te 
my great and lasting benefit and perpetual 
and grateful remembrance. I can neyer 
recall having any feeling of resentment to- 
ward my mother because she punished me 
In that way. All honor to her who gave a 
sound switching to her daughter when she 
was 15 years of agel We do not think 
there should be any age limit as to when 
corporal punishment should cease. It 
should depend upon the capacity acquired 
for right behavior on the part of the child. 
“There would be fewer girle upon the 
streets in the immodest attire of today; 
fewer gadabouts among women frivolously 


inclined, and less race guicide if Corporal 


punishment in a mild, humane manner 
were more generally administered. A lit- 
tle touching up with the switch or the hair

Therefore I take the liberty 
and give myself the pleasure of contrib- 
uting the inclosed, which I took down from 
the lips of the eminent cook, Mrs. Anna 
Scott of Philadelphia, and have altered 
very slightly for my own use, The cakes 
are nice when baked. 

Honey Cake.—Three cups of flour sifted 
twice with two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, one-half of a cup of white sugar, and 
‘the same of milk; one-fourth of a cup of 
butter, one egg, and a cupful of strained 


“ Rub and beat the butter and sugar to a 
cream, stir, and beat inte thie the milk 
and beaten egg. Do this gradually, whip- 
ping light as you proceed, Now add the 
honey in like manner and when you have 
a light, smooth batter, work in the flour 
with a Wooden spoon. There should be flour 
enough to enable you to make the ingre-

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ROUSE at $100 a brace might seem a 

trifle high to the average American, 

but that is just about the price Mr. 

and Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney of 

New York paid for approximately 
2,000 birds. 

Mr. and Mrs. Whitney, who are so cosmo- 
politan in their habits that they are known 
all over the world as lavish entertainers and 
patrons of the sports, are returning to the 
United States from England with nearly 
$100,000 in receipted bills. The bills repre- 
sent less than two weeks’ entertainment of 
two score or more English men and women 
and a few plain United States guests thrown 
in, at a house party at Lord Strathmore’s 
shooting box in Holwick. 

To begin with, the rent of the moorland 
game preserve, which is one of the most 
famous in all England. was just $75,000 for 
the season. This amount, of course, included 
servants and a handful of regular hunting at- 


- tendants. 


Not content with this, however, Mr. Whit- 
ney engaged an exclusive—and that means 
expensive—London caterer to serve the meals 
for his guests. He brought his own force of 
servants. his own chef, and his own supplies: 
all of which were the best that could be ob- 
tained. | 

He served breakfast, luncheon, dinner, and 
supper in the impeccable style of London, 
and, like the steward on a liner, was con- 
stantly “on the job” to see that his charges 
were not hungry between times. It is consid- 
ered good form at shooting parties to eat at 
the whim of the appetite and without any re 
gard for the fixed hours of the regular meals. 


* 
An Army 3 to Feed. 

Beside the entertainment of the guests 
there was an army of valets and maids to care 
for. They, too, had to be fed by the exven- 
sive caterer, because he had pre@mpted the 
kitchen and pantries, and there was no place 
for the regular servants to do their work. 

‘Thus, the second item of expense loomed up 
in five figures—a little more than $10,000. if 
reports are true. 

Another trifle was the transportation of 
guests and servants to the Stockton races oa 
one day, and to the Ebor handicap at York 
on another. The journeys were made by mo- 
tor, and the cost was perhaps $2,000. 

All these expenditures had to be made be- 
fore the house party got down to the busi- 
ness for which it ostensibly was gathered 
the shooting of grouse. 

Here came another expense. Mr. Whitney 
was not satisfied with the meager number of 
beaters and hunt hangers-on which usually 
follow the trail of a fashionable shooting 
party. So he hired more than a hundred of 
them—nearly two to a hunter—to scramble 
through the underbrush and rout out the 
grouse so that the aristocratic sportsmen 
could shoot them. : 

These beaters, who were villagers and 
poachers, demanded little pay, but when used 
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amateurs blase away and take pot luck. But 
despite the generality of the shooting the eti- 
quette of the fields is rigid. 

Along toward midafternoon the party be- 
gins to return to the lodge, and the shooting 
for the day is over. The average bag is usu- 
ally less than 500. 

King George only recently participated in 4 
shoot where a total of more than 700 grouse 
were killed, establishing a record on the ex- 
tremely well stock preserve he honored with 
his company. 

Reports from Holwick were that the en- 
tire bag of the Whitney party was about a 
thousand brace. 

Taking the total cost to Mr. Whitney of 
approximately $100,000, he had to pay $100 
a brace, or $50 a grouse, for each one that fell 
before the runs of his guests. 

Although grouse are tempting, and one can 
eat a great many of them at a single meal, 
they do not wear well with the apeptite. They 
are much like quail in their richness aud 
gamin2ss, and two or three, or even four or 
five, meals of them would go a long way 
toward satisfying the hunter's desire for them 
for another season. 

R ** 
$20,000 a Meal Rather Extravagant. 

Americans would think that $25,000, or 
even $20,000, a meal was more or less an ex- 
travagant price te pay when the same amount 
of meals, with the same amount of grouse, 
served just as well and cooked perhaps bet- 
ter, might be had in any first class London 
hotel for $25 at the most. 

But then, by taking one’s grouse at a fash- 
ionable London hwstelry he could not have 
the pleasure of providing entertainment on 
so royal a scale, nor could he have for his 
guests a coterie of Britain's most renowned 
swells and beautiful women—they probably 
wouldn’t care for grouse that way. 

For several years they have leased the 
Strathmore shooting box. and until this year 
have passed more of the season there and have 
entertained smaller parties, but more of them. 
The guests heretofore were asked for only a 


few days, and few refused. because their hosts 
are noted for their hospitality. which is con- 
sidered remarkable even for England, where 
hospitality among the classes is a matter of 
honor.

step nearer to twentieth century ele- 

ilization by the bringing to the surface 
of the ancient Samaritan capital. 

The latest city of antiquity to be dug out 
of the ground is Samaria, ‘the capital of the 
Northern Kingdom of Israel, and associated 
in the mind of man, woman, and child with 
the famous parable about the good Samari- 
tan, related by Christ. 

The discoverer of the ancient capital of 
the Kingdom of Israel is Dr. Reisner, an 
American, who has undertaken his excava- 
tions on behalf of Harvard university. 

Dr. Reisner is a seasoned digger of antiqui- 
ties. Before starting his excavations in Pal- 
estine, he spent a number of years in Egypt, 
digging there on the rich sites of a great civ- 
jlization for monuments of ancient life au! 


> 


society. 

The climatic and geographic poverty of 
Palestine has, in a way, been responsible for 
the lack of interest in it on the part of stu- 
dents of antiquity. 

While every inch of ground in Rome and 
Greece which might yield up some ancient 
relic was gone over with a fine comb by sei 
entists, Palestine was studiously avoided. 

Dr. Reisner, however, has been able to 
see far ahead of his colleagues. He saw 
that excavations in Palestine might throw 
light on the ancient monarchies; might yield 


-up information about the country where the 


great religions of the world had their birth 
that is not to be found in the standard bis- 
tories and sources on the subject.

Savant's Intuition Right. 

He chose Samaria as the most favorable 
spot for such scientific investigations, and the 
photographs which have been taken by him 
and have just been forwarded to this conn- 
try by the American colony at Jerusalem 
show that the American savant had heen 
right in following his intuition and start- 
ing his excavations on the hill Samaria of 
Shemer,” which Omri, the popular captain 
of the host whom the children of Israel had 
chosen king by acclaim, had bonght for 
two talents of silver and built on the hilt. 
and called the name of the city which he 
built, after the name of Shemer, owner of 
the hill Samaria.” 

At the foot of the hill which Omri bought 
of Shemer these lies today the modern vil- 
lage of Sebastea, which was built by Hero! 
centuries after the ancient capital of the 
Jews had been sacked and ruined. But mod- 
ern Samaria occupies only a small section of 
the hill where, in the tenth century before 
Christ, was located a city that in its time 
was another Paris, that has seen many revo- 
lutions, political storms, and reigns of ter- 
ror alongside of great social activities, and 
great riches, lavishness, indolence and lux- 
ury, which were the targets of excoriation 
by the prophets. 

Among the things discovered is part -f 
the palace of Omri, the founder of Samaria, 
and his son, Ahab, whose reign came te an 
inglorious end, and whose seventy sons were 
slain by the command of .Jehu. 

Inside this palace of Omri or Abab were

found eighty ostraka or fragments of pot- 
tery witl. Hebrew inscriptions on them. 

The ostraka are not, it turns out, doen- 
ments which convey any historical informe- 
tion, but just labels and tallies of wine and 
oil stores which mention no king’s name. 

They coutain no indication of their date. 
But this is easily gained by an examination 
of the bandwriting. The script is Hebrew 
of an early sort. and is hardly distinguisd- 
able from T’heenician. 

It is related to the epigraphie character 
used for the Siloam inscription in the age 
of Hezekiah. 

These ostraka, thongh saying nothieg 
about the kings of the period, constitute a 
find of vast interest to Semitic scholars, and 
much. it is believed, will be yet learned 
about the life and civilization of the children

Ruins of Masonry Preserved. 

Other photographs show that Dr. Reisner 
had found ruins of considerable and goo 
masonry bedded on the rock iteelf, and pre- 
served in places to the height of several 
feet. . 

But the most important discovery. it ‘s 
eonceded by all, are these four score ink 
written potsherds or ostraka. The ostraka, 
with the remains of the Omri and Ahab 
palace, are the earliest Hebrew remains that 
modern exploration yet has uncevered. 

The city of Samaria has been famous in 
its day for its giant fortifications, for its 
walls and gates which were looked upon as 
impregnable to a foreign invader. 

The gates of the city constantly are re- 
ferred to in the Old and New ‘Testaments. 
The city and its gates were closely aasoci- 
ated with scenes in the life ef Christ. 

Two attacks by Benhadad were success- 


fully withstood by the ancient capital. The 
Assyrians were held at bay for three years. 
Finally in the year 721 B. C. Samaria fell 
a prey to the strong cohorts of the foreign 
invader. The Old Testament records that 
27,280 captives were taken 

The city of Samaria is the burial ground 
ef six kings of Israel—Omri, Ahab, Jehu, 
Jehoahaz, Jehoash and Jeroboam II. 

But it is as a city of wickedness and lur- 
ury that Samaria is most often alluded te by 
the prophets. It is in Samaria that Ahab 
“did evil in the sight of the Lord,“ and did 
more to provoke the Lord of Israel than all 
kings before him.” 

After Samaria was invaded in 721 B. C., 
several attempts were made to rebuild it. 
Greek and pre-Greek strata have been found 
going ‘down to the virgin rock. 

* 
Romans Enriched New Samaria. 

When the Romans came to control Pal- 
estine they named the city bait at the foot 
of the bill of Omri Sebasteia. The new 


Samaria was enriched by the Romans with 
the usual publie architecture by which the 
chief cities in remoter provinces were Hel- 
tenized. 

Sebasteia, however, has not attained te 
the second or third rank of a Roman prov- 
incidl city, just as before the Roman times 
Samaria had never attained the rank of one 
of the chief cities of Syria. ö 

Some of the remains of the Samaria t 
Roman built and architecture are shown in 
the photographs taken by Dr. Reisner. These 
statues and architecture of the later period 
border on the discoveries of the origina! 
Samaria made by the American scholar an! 
excavator. 

In the mean, however, the ground upos 
which stood the ancient capital of Israel bas 
not been built upon, and modern Samaria o 
cupies onty a small portion of the Omri hill

It is the theory of students of antiquity, 
both bere and abroad, that what information 
was given out by Dr. Reisner thus far about 
his discoveries, with the photographs, ig only 
a fraction of all the observations which the 
scientist has made, and of the threads lead- 
ing back to as ancient civiligation that he 
has discovered. When the professer makes 
a full report on his expedition and diseor- 
eries it is confidently expected that a great 
deal will be added to our knowledge about 
this period.

WAS born at Santa Rita, a little village 
thirteen miles by trail from Villa Ayala, 
the home of Emiliano Zapata, and there- 
fore about sixty miles from Mexico City, 


My father was a fairly wealthy hactendadio 


(farmer) who lived in the village and worked 
his ranch of 16,000 acres just outside. On the 
night of Sept. 12, 1909, as I was walking down 
the street, I was approached by an old woman, 
an Indian whom I did not know, who said to 
me in Spanish: . 

“Your Aunt Juana wishes to speak with 
you at her house and has sent me to have 
you come to her.” 

My aunt lived on the other side of the vil- 
lage. I followed the old woman away from 
my own home toward that of my aunt. We 
turned off on the street which runs along the 
base of the hill just below the church, and 
as we reached a deserted part of this street 
seven or eight horsemen; all dressed in black, 
all heavily armed, and all masked, galloped up.

The moon was shining brightly, but I could 
mot recagnize any of the men, two of whom 
leaped from their horses, seized me as I tried 
to run, bound a handkerchief about my mouth 
as I began to scream, and lifted me to the 
horse of the leader, who, holding me with one 
arti, galloped away.

I knew I was being kidnaped, but I had 
mo idea of the fate that was in store for me. 
I could not scream on account of the gag, and 
the horseman who carried me held me so tight- 
ly in his arm that I could scarcely breathe.

I had been 
go exhausted that, though I tried to stay 
awake, eveitually I dropped asleep, and woke 
somewhat refreshed. This time the door was 
‘partly open, but one of the old women was

could see an armed man, also dressed in black, 
pacing up and down in front of the house.
